I. Claims 1 -5, drawn to a polymer matrix, classified in class 530, subclass 391 . 1 . 

II. Claims 6-13, drawn to a method of target molecule or cell separation, classified in 
class 435, subclass 378, as well as class 530, subclass 413. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 
806.05(h)). In the instant case in the instant case cell separation can be accomplished using 
anion-conductive matrix of a different material, such as polystyrene, for example. 

Conversely, the product of Group I can be used as a coating for an electrode, in a 
binding/immunological assay that employs an electrochemically active label. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, and because a 
search of any or these t<*/o distinct inventions would not be co-extensive with a search of the 
others, an examination and search of two or more inventions in a single application would 
constitute a serious undue burden on the Examiner, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
